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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lui 
et al, Advanced Materials 14 in view of McElhanon et al, Org. Lett. 3. 

Lui et al teaches dendronized polymers with claimed crosslinkable and 
crosslinked chromophores for electro-optical applications. The reference teaches 
grafting onto electro-optical polymers. Reference to McElhanon et al teaches claimed 
copolymers of maleimide and furan for dendrimers and there use in electro-optical 
applications. It would be prima facie obvious to incorporate the chromophores of Lui et 
al into the polymers of McElhanon et al since motivation to do so is provided by their 
identical use and in that Lui et al teaches incorporation in dendrimers useful in electro- 
optical applications as taught by McElhanon et al. Claims are, therefore, rendered prima 
facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art absent evidence of unexpected results 
commensurate in scope to the claims. The current claims fail to include a combination 
of the exemplified components from the specification which might represent a more 
reasonable scope for unobviousness. Rejection of the claims is, therefore, appropriate 
under 35 USC 103 over the combination of the references.
